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Duke Urges Provincial Government 
To Complete Pincher Creek To B.C. 
Hard Surfacing Road Program 


Claims Tourists Have No Good 

Words for Roads in This 

Province; Lashes Out at Game 

Department For Lack of Warden 
* in This Area. 

It was with a sense of satisfac¬ 
tion that good roads advocates in 
the Pass read the address delivered 
by E. 0. Duke, MLA for this con¬ 
stituency, last week in the Alberta 
legislature. 

Surface Coleman-BC Road 

He urged hard-surfacing of the 
nine-mile stretch from Coleman, 
Alberta, to the British Columbia 
border, and the 28-mile stretch 
from Maple Leaf to Pincher Sta¬ 
tion, saying tourist traffic soon 
would pay for it. Tourists cross¬ 
ing into Alberta over a partially- 
maintained gravelled highway to 
Coleman and again at Maple Leaf 
take to the “dusty washboard” 
road to Pincher Station. 

“Having passed over this road, 
the average tourist to Alberta 
curses Canada and has no good 
word for roads of this province." 

Being also a booster for a fish 
and game warden in this area he 
lashed out at the Game Depart¬ 
ment for its failure to properly 
protect the fish and game in the 
Crows’ Nest Pass against poachers. 

He stated: The Game Depart¬ 
ment “apparently is unaware” any 
game exists in the Pincher Creek 
area. The nearest game guardian 
is stationed at Lethbridge, nearly 
100 miles distant. Mr. Duke spoke 
in the budget debate. 

J. S. Rogers

The death occurred in the local 
hospital of Mr. J. S. Rogers, 81, 
after an illness of two weeks. He 
had entered the hospital only last 
Saturday. 

Bom in Cumberland, England, in 
January, 1864, he reached young 
manhood in that province. He mar¬ 
ried Miss Emma Deacon in Cocker- 
mouth, Cumberland. 

In 1913 he came to Coleman, be¬ 
ing followed eight months later by 
Mrs. Rogers and family. He worked 
here till 1929 when he and Mrs. 
Rogers went to Arrow Lakes, BC, 
\yhere they resided until 1942, 
when they again returned to Cole¬ 
man to reside. He retired in 1929. 

Surviving are four sons, William, 
Chris, Jack and Walter, and a 
daughter, Mrs. William Hoggan. 
Also surviving are eight grandchil¬ 
dren and five great-grandchildren. 

The funeral will be held on Satur¬ 
day at 3 p m from the home of Mrs. 
Wm. Hoggan. Interment being made 
in Coleman Union Cemetery.

Mr. Duke said this area is a 
hunter’s paradise and is “wide 
open” throughout the year. ’’Poach¬ 
ers” trap beaver dgily, and “as the 
British Columbia border is so close 
they have no trouble disposing of 
valuable pelts.” 

Adequate game protection was 
given from 1937 to 1941, and then 
“apparently because the game 
guardian did his work too well, he 
was removed from the district.” 
Since that time, h e said, game is 
gradually disappearing, and beaver 
dams are being depleted. 

Adequate Compensation 
The Workmen’s Compensation 
Department, too, came up in his 
address. Mr. Duke appealed for ad¬ 
equate compensation for men em¬ 
ployed in hazardous industries. Op¬ 
erators of coal mines in Alberta 
pay 11 per cent of their payroll 
for compensation and should not 
be assessed more if they are to sell 
their products in the world’s mar¬ 
ket in competition with other coun¬ 
tries of the world. 

“If we are to give the injured 
workmen adequate compensation, 
then other means of providing the 
money must be found,” he stated. 

Permanently injured miners re¬ 
ceive a permanent partial disability 
pension based on 66 2|3 per cent of 
his earnings over a period of eight 
years, but mines were only working 
from one to three days a week, he 
said, adding that a miner’s average 
earnings were small. “Consequently 
the pension was small; the discon¬ 
tent great.”

.Committee To Inspect Wall 

Around Memorial Park to 

Determine What Aid to be Given 

Legion; Honor Roll to be 

Completed Shortly. 

Regular meeting of the town 
council was held on Monday even¬ 
ing. Present Mayor Aboussafy, 
Councillors Cox, Dutil, Lowe, Jen¬ 
kins, Ramsay and Wilson. 

A delegation, comprising Messrs. 
L. Salvador, DeCecco and DeMar- 
tin, was present to ask council to 
make improvement to the drainage 
system of Second street west. It 
appears that the road and the river 
are at approximately the same 
level. A cesspool would not improve 
the drainage and it was suggested 
that the highway be raised. Works 
& Property committee was author¬ 
ized to inspect the drainage system. 
It was stated that stagnant water 
had been allowed to remain for 
the past two weeks. 

Coleman Branch of the Canadian 
Legion sent a delegation compris¬ 
ing President G. Derbyshire, Sec¬ 
retary Harold Houghton, A. Mc¬ 
Culloch and B. Garrett. This dele¬ 
gation protested strongly against 
the activities of the Jehovah Wit¬ 
nesses at present frequenting town. 
Their claim was made that these 
people were entering local homes 
and that their conduct was such,' 
when in the homes, that they were 
nothing more than public nuisances. 

The delegation asked council to 
take steps to curb their activities. 
It was explained that the Jehovah 
Witnesses movement was duly rec¬ 
ognized by the Federal government. 
However, it was promised that the 
Police committee would investigate 
their activities and behavior and 
that a report would be available 
at the next meeting. 

The Legion delegation next dealt 
with the rock wall which fronts 
the proposed Memorial Park along¬ 
side the Legion club. Council’s aid 
was sought to continue a wall 
alongside the creek. The suggestion 
was made that the sidewalk on 
Second street be raised so that 
water would not drain onto the 
park. Parks committee was author¬ 
ized to inspect the proposed work 
and to report back to council. The 
same committee was also author¬ 
ized to study the contract to be 
entered into between council and 
Legion re lots on which the Mem¬ 
orial Park will be situated. 

The appointment of J. S. D’Ap- 
polonia as town assessor was ap¬ 
proved by the Minister of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs. 

Works & Property committee re¬ 
ported back on its interview with 
0. Celli. Mr. Celli now desires to 
move his bam on main street up 
against the Motor Inn building. He 
asked to use two town workmen to 
help him move the bam from its 
present location. Provincial Sani -1 
tary Engineer Menzies will be ask¬ 
ed if it is permissable for Mr. 
Celli to build residences on the 
three lots given him by council 
nearby the skating arena in ex¬ 
change for a main street lot. These 
three lots are close-by the newly 
created Grand Union disposal 
ground. 

Councillor Cox reported on his 
work to set up a pound. He had 
contacted a resident in East Cole¬ 
man who was willing to act as of¬ 


ficial poundkeeper and to use a 
corral on his property. Councillor 
Cox was authorized to ascertain 
the amount the prospective pound- 
keeper was willing to work for, 
and also to study and revise the 
present pound by-law. 

A number of trees located in the 
town’s nuisance ground were con¬ 
sidered a fire hazard by some res¬ 
idents nearby the ground. The 
Work & Property was authorized 
to inspect the trees, with power 
to act. 

A grant of $10 was authorized to 
be given the Canadian Institute for 
the Blind. 

Correspondence was received 
from Edmonton advising council 
that ground solicited for the pur¬ 
pose of a Soldiers’ Plot was owned 
by International Coal & Coke Co. 
Ltd. Council will advise Legion ex¬ 
ecutive to contact officials of the 
<«v»nMtional. 

The matter of hospitalization for 
local relief recipients was discuss¬ 
ed. Health & Relief committee was 
authorized to interview the Miners’ 
hospital board to determine what 
practice had been followed in past 
years in regard to relief recipients. 

Notice of motion was given to 
bring in the grants by-law for 
1945. The amount of $650 will be 
voted upon, $500 of this being a 
grant to the Legion to aid in the 
work of the Memorial Park. 

Councillor Cox asked that consid¬ 
eration be given towards the im¬ 
provement of the present traffic 
buttons. A brisk discussion, lasting 
over half an hour, was given to this 
subject. It concluded with the 
Police committee being assigned 
the task of trying out the three 
and four button system and having 
to report its findings at the next 
meeting. 

Works & Property listed some of 
the work contemplated this spring 
and summer. Concrete steps will 
be built alongside the Anglican 
church. Culverts will be completed 
nearby the Jack Nash and Mrs. J. 
Houghton sr. residences. A culvert 
will be laid from the Bank to the 
Coleman Cafe. Another culvert 
will be laid along the eastern ave¬ 
nue in West Coleman. Concrete 
sidewalks will be repaired, mention 
being made of that portion from 
the post office to the Saad block. 
The sidewalks in front of Pattin- 
son’s Hardware and The Friendly 
Store will be resurfaced. The road 
on the Flats will be graded. 

Mrs. Wm. Chapman asked that 
the drainage system nearby her 
West Coleman property be improv¬ 
ed. W & P committee will inspect 
the system. 

Mayor Aboussafy revealed that 
a dead horse had been found in the 
lake. He had ordered its removal 
and town foreman Joe Malanchuk 
had dragged it from the water. 
RCMP will be asked to include the 
town’s expense account when sub¬ 
mitting their account to the owner. 

Recent heavy winds had again 
brought complaints to the council 
over the lack of a proper cover on 
the ash truck. The ashman will be 
invited to attend the next council 
meeting. 

- Councillor Ramsay reported all 
was in readiness for the new town 
honor roll. He was authorised to 
secure someone to do the work.

Provision Made For Employment 
of Night Policeman; Plan on 
Spending $5,000 on Road 
Maintenance. 

Finance Chairman John Ramsay 
submitted the budget for the town 
council for the year 1945 at the 
regular council meeting on Monday 
evening. 

He estimated revenue at $19,812 
and expenditure* at $18,698, with 
a surplus of $619. 

In the budget there is a boost 
from $1,740 spent in the police de¬ 
partment in 1944 to $2,800 to be 
spent in 1945.

A contingency fund of $2,000 is 
also set aside. The same amount,

HARD-SURFACED 
ROAD BOOSTED 

The completion of the hard-sur¬ 
faced road from Pincher Station 
to the BC boundary was given seme 
real support during the past week. 
In the legislature, E. 0. Duke, 
MLA; struck out forcibly for com¬ 
pletion of the road, while in Pincher 
Creek the Board of Trade is pe¬ 
titioning the Hon. Mr. Fallow, min¬ 
ister of public works, to give more 
attention to this particular section 
of the provincial highways system. 
Coleman and Blairmore town coun¬ 
cils have also raised their voices, 
calling for its completion. 

Surely the heavy traffic which 
frequents this highway daily is de¬ 
serving of more consideration than 
has been shown in the past several 
years. It is high time steps were 
taken to eliminate the wash¬ 
board sections of the road, which 
shakes a car to a point that it 
squeaks in agony as well as trying 
the patience of the motorist. 

Some time ago, report had it that 
the Highway Department contem¬ 
plated re-surveying part of the 
highway between Pincher and 
Maple Leaf. If those changes are 
still planned then the Pass motor¬ 
ing public should be told and thus 
given a statement as to what is 
planned in order to give them a 
good road to join up with paved 
roads leading to„ Lethbridge and 
Calgary. 

PAVED STREETS 
BREAKING BADLY 

The spring thaw is once again 
playing havoc with many sections 
of our paved streets throughout 
the residential areas of town. On 
Fourth street, for instance, if the 
road is allowed to disintegrate for 
a few years more the hard-surface 
will have narrowed down to the 
point where there will only he suf¬ 
ficient accommodation for one car 
to travel over it at one time. There 
are some other places where the 
hard-surface is breaking badly. 

This continued breaking of the 
paved section is due to one thing, 
in our opinion, and that is lack of 
support at the sides of the hard- 
surface. If a small concrete curb 
was run alongside the hard-surface 
at both sides of the road it would 
prevent the hard-surface from 
breaking up and thus extend the

life of the road for a great many 
years. 

Too many thousands of dollars 
were spent in paving our streets. 
Let’s protect our investment by 
placing supports along those sec¬ 
tions that are breaking up the 
worst.

Today, March 22, there will be 
mailed to every family in the Do¬ 
minion, with the exception of 
Prince Edward Island, where regi¬ 
stration has already been complet¬ 
ed, Family Allowance Registration 
Forms. 

You hav e probably heard much 
for and against this Family Allow¬ 
ance Act, but regardless of what 
you have heard and what you may 
think about the act, it will be good 
business to play safe and fill out 
the forms. These forms are quite 
easy to fill out and they should be 
given the immediate attention of 
both parents, whose signatures are 
required on them. Forms filled in¬ 
correctly will be sent back and thus 
cause delay and inconvenience to 
all concerned.

our home population, the United 
Nations and liberated Europe. 

The director of selective service 
stated that the most recent figures 
show temporary permits have been 
Issued to more than 80,000 farm 
workers to take off-season employ¬ 
ment this winter. In addition, he 
explained, many thousands have 
worked in off-season for short per¬ 
iods. 

Officials point out that farm 


workers, leaving their winter work, 
are required to give the 7-daya aep- 
aration notice before returning 
home. Anyone in doubt—whether 
employer or farm worker—should 
contact the nearest employment 
and selective service office, is the 
advice given by selective service 
officials. 

At a recent meeting held by se¬ 
lective service in Ottawa, attended 
by representatives of the logging 


and pulp cutting industries,^ was 
agreed by representatives of the 
forest industries in which a large 
proportion of the fanners ar € sea¬ 
sonally engaged, that last year’s 
arrangements made by selective 
service worked quite satisfactorily, 
and that the plan proposed this year, 
following last year’s procedure, 
should meet the needs of the' case 
all round. 




You ve often watched the teller stamp 
your cheque. Every day, in every branch of 
every bank in Canada, cheques are being 
scrutinized, stamped and recorded. During 
the war years, this daily flow of cheques 
through your bank has swollen to a torrent.

The handling of this wartime volume of 
cheques is quite apart from numerous 
special services which the banks have 
undertaken—the delivery of millions of 
Victory Bonds and the sale of countless 
War Savings Certificates; ration coupon 
banking; subsidy payments to producers; 
foreign exchange operations. 

Yet all this extra work has been carried 
out at a time when new help has had to be 
trained to take the place of more than 
8,500 bank workers now in uniform. 


National Selective Service Notes 


MUST EXPECT A CHANGE 

The thousands of good jobs due 
to the war boom cannot last for¬ 
ever, and there must be general ap¬ 
preciation of that fact if there is 
not to be too much disappointment 
on the part of workers as they turn 
to other employment that is avail¬ 
able. 

Canada has been riding on a 
great economic wave and the de¬ 
mand for workers has been great¬ 
er than ever before in our history. 
Many young men and women have 
enjoyed unusually high wages and 
full-time employment. Some have 
acquired new skills that would en¬ 
able them to secure jobs after¬ 
wards. But the majority will have 
to accept the new situation in 
which conditions are not quite so 
favorable as those they have en¬ 
joyed. 

It will be the responsibility of 
the Government and of private in¬ 
dustry to expedite the change from 
war production to peacetime pro¬ 
duction so as to provide new em¬ 
ployment as the work on war con¬ 
tracts comes to an end. It will be 
the responsibility of the Dominion 
employment service, also, to do 
everything possible to place work¬ 
ers in available jobs in their own 
localities or elsewhere. And the 
employment service, organized by 
the Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission as an essential part of 
its work, is the most efficient which 
this country has ever had. 

But, in addition, The workers will 
need to be realistic and recognize 
that the particularly good times 
for them ip the last few years 
could not be permanent. If they 
do this, they will accept the best 
employment that offers, and if 
Canada prospers under the new 
world conditions, as there is reason 
to hope it will, there will be more 
jobs and better ones than in pre¬ 
war days. 


RETURN of WINTER WORKERS 
TO THE FARM 

Plans have been completed by 
National Selective Service for the 
return to the farm of workers from 
agriculture who were temporarily 
employed in other essential indus¬ 
tries during the winter months, ac¬ 
cording to an announcement made 
by Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, min¬ 
ister of labor. 

As was the case last year, the 
dates by which farm workers must 
be released by employers in other 
industries will be fixed by localities. 
This will permit of a maximum as¬ 
sistance to other essential indus¬ 
tries which are short of workers, 
while at the same time it will take 
account of varying climatic and 
agricultural conditions across Can¬ 
ada. In the case of each area it is 
intended, selective service officials 
explained, that the men working 
away from the farm during the 
winter time shall be available to 
return to farm work immediately 
their services are needed. Dates 
for the different localities will be 
fixed and announced by the region- , 
al superintendents, under the na¬ 
tional service administration, after 
consultation with provincial agri¬ 
cultural officers. These regional 
officers are located at Moncton, 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. 

Farm workers have given major 
assistance during the present win¬ 
ter to other hard-pressed indus¬ 
tries, declared the minister of la¬ 
bor, but as the farm situation will 
itself be serious this year, it is 
necessary that the men should not 
be retained in other industries once 
their help is needed back home on 
the farm. Food is still highly im¬ 
portant, and increased amounts will 
be required to supply our troops,

HANDICAPPED WORKERS 


There was a time, and not so 
long ago, when people who were 
heavily handicapped by the loss of 
hands, arms, legs; with impaired 
sight or hearing, or other serious 
disabilities, were regarded as re¬ 
moved from the ranks of effective 
labor. The world’s work must be 
done, but they could hope for little 
share in the doing of it. 

Whether due to greater imagina¬ 
tion and skill in overcoming handi¬ 
caps or to the pressure of war 
needs, notable progress is being 
made in overcoming disabilities 
which used to be regarded as in¬ 
superable. The employment and 
selective service offices of the Do¬ 
minion labor department have an¬ 
nounced that more than 3,000 such 
handicapped people have been 
placed in full employment in decent 
months. These, at least, are no 
longer on the sidelines, but are tak¬ 
ing their full share in the war ef¬ 
fort. 

Moreover, many letters testify 
that the handicapped worker, once 
fitted in, not only makes good, but 
often does better work than the 
average person in good health. The

Ottawa, Mar. .—The annual state¬

New Pictures 

Thousands of Canadians in rural 
areas are going to be the first to 
see some of the most absorbing 
moving pictures taken overseas 
during this war. The National War 
Finance Committee, with the co¬ 
operation of the National Film 
Board and independent projection¬ 
ists, is sending to schools, com¬ 
munity halls and churches in the 
country areas of each province a 
show which matches in interest 
anything displayed in big theatres 
of larger cities. 

One picture will show how Can¬ 
adian boys in uniform overseas 
spend a 48-hour leave behind the 
lines; another reel contains the first 
pictures released by the censors 
showing how the Allies built and 
towed across the English Channel 
the huge docks settled on the 
shores of Normandy. Then comes 
a ten-minute film made in Holly¬ 
wood expressly for the Eighth Vic¬ 
tory Loan, starring Allan Ladd, 
Betty Hutton, William Bendix and 
Susan Hayward, a brief story, 
light and entertaining, but very 
thought-provoking. Last, but not 
least, the program carries pictures 
taken in London, England, under 
the terrible attacks of German ro¬ 
bot bombs. In this picture one 
actually watches these jet-propel¬ 
led bombs approaching the city. 
One listens as the roaring of the 
motor becomes suddenly silent and 
watches the explosion as the deadly 


missile drops not far from the 
camera. Close-up^ are shown as 
the United aircraft men score hits 
on some of the robots and as Can¬ 
adian airmen speed in to explode 
the bomb in mid air. 

Among the supplementary films 
which are being sent out to aug¬ 
ment this Victory Loan program is 
one, “Report on German Morale,” 
produced by the U. S. War Depart¬ 
ment from captured German film. 
Through this picture the Canadian 
has his first look at the German 
people on their home front in war 
time and learn just how the Nazi 
party has been able to keep civil¬ 
ians and armed forces in hand dur¬ 
ing these last difficult months.

FAMILY ALLOWANCES 

A Children’s Charter for Canada 

Canada’s future depends on its 
children. They are the country's 
greatest asset. Healthy and happy 
children, reared in an atmosphere 
of security, take their place as ac¬ 
tive and productive members of 
society. 

Yet under present conditions, the 
major burden of raising the na¬ 
tion’s children falls on less than 
one-fifth of the working population. 
The value of the child to the com¬ 
munity bears no relation to the fa¬ 
ther’s work or income. Each child 
in the family means increased ex¬ 
penses without providing additional 
funds whereby the expenses can be 
met. 

Family allowances are going to 
help Canadian parents meet this 
financial burden. Money for the 
child will go directly into the home, 
the centre of the child’s life, wher e 
he is fed, clothed, sheltered and 
cared for. It will go to the mother 
and father who know the individual 
needs of their family better than 
anyone else. 

As the years go by, family al¬ 
lowances can help to reduce sick¬ 
ness, disease, crime, illiteracy, in¬ 
efficiency, and other social ills that 
have their roots in child upbring¬ 
ing. Since they are given to people 
who will spend the money, they 
will create a continuous demand 
for necessities which will result in 
increased production and employ¬ 
ment. 

Family allowances are a simple, 
fair and effective way to ensure 
a greater measure of well-being 
to Canadian citizens of the future. 
Family allowances are an instal¬ 
ment in social security. 




PARENTS: Through the mail, shortly after 
March 22 nd, all families will receive a Family 
Allowances Registration Form. Fill in this form 
as soon as it is received and mail it back in the 
envelope in which it came. Please do this promptly 
—it is in the interests of your children. 

The form you will receive is very simple. There are 
only seven questions and only a few minutes need 
be required to complete the form, but be sure to 
answer every question. 

Family Allowances are being provided to assist 
parents in the raising of their children. This 
monthly allowance is to be used for health protec¬ 
tion, for doctors, dentists and nurses; to provide 
better food, adequate clothing and 
shelter, and to help equalize oppor¬ 
tunities for all children.

INCOME TAX: No one will benefit from both 
Family Allowances and a full income tax deduction 
for their children. Parents have the choice of 
applying for their Family Allowances or not claim¬ 
ing the allowance and claiming the full deduction for 
their children under Income Tax. If they claim the 
Family Allowance, the amount of deduction from tax 
allowed for children under the Income War Tax Act 
will be reduced by the amount of any Family Allow¬ 
ance received. Anyone who is uncertain whether or 
not he or she will benefit from Family Allowances 
more than from Tax Deduction should register 
for the Family Allowance and in this way be 
on the safe side. Incomes may change during the 
course of a year.

It is most.amazing what a large 
amount of vegetables a plot a few 
yards square can produce. Handled 
properly, a piece of ground 12 feet 
wide and 25 feet long should yield 
practically all the vegetables, except 
potatoes, a small family will require 
from early July until frost. 

For ease in cultivation, rows should . 
run across the width, not the length 
of the plot, and they can be as close 
together as 12 inches for little, nar¬ 
row and early stuff like lettuce, 
radish and carrots, about 15 inches 
for beets and beans, and 18 inches 
j for corn and tomatoes. To save room 
and induce early and clean fruits, 
the latter should be staked with all 
! side branches pinched off. 

Space can be saved by alternating 
early vegetables like radish, spinach 
land' lettuce with later maturing 
I sorts like beets, carrots and onions. 
By the time the second group really 
require all room the first will have 
been removed and eaten. 

Prepare Thoroughly 

In these small, intensive vegetable 
gardens, it is essential to prepare the 
ground thoroughly in advance, to dig 
it well and get out all twitch grass 
and other weeds before the vege¬ 
tables are planted. It is far more j 
difficult to get out big weeds and 
grass roots after the vegetables are 
planted than before. I 

Another important point is thin-! 
ning. Beets, carrots, lettuce, radish: 
'and all small seed vegetables should 
be thinned once so that those plants 
;left can develop quickly and without 
crowding or checking. An inch apart 
will do for beets and carrots and seed 
onions, and then when more room is, 
necessary one can take out every; 
■other plant and use for the table. 

! Carrots and beets an inch in diameter, 
make excellent eating.

A good rule in laying out grounds, 
about any home is to break straight j

LONDON.—Four destroyers of the 
British home fleet, including the 
Canadian destroyer Sicux, in a dar¬ 
ing daylight thrust down a fjord be¬ 
hind German lines at North Cape, 
have rescued 525 Norwegian patriots 
who told how the Nazis destroyed 
their homes and food in a vain effort 
to force them into slavery. 

The destroyer force, under com 
mand of Capt. J. H. Allison, D.S.O., 
R.N., in II.M.S. Zambesi, steamed 60 
miles down a fjord to the island 
of Soroy in west Finmark. Lt- 
Cmdr. E. G. Boak of Victoria com¬ 
manded the Sioux. The other ships 
were H.M.S. Zealous (Cmdr. R. F. 
Jessel, D.S.O., D.S.C., R.N.) and 

H.M.S. Zest (Lt.-Cmdr. R. B. N. 
Hicks, D.S.O., R.N.). 

Most of those rescued were women 
and children who had been hiding in 
caves and huts on the snow-covered 
mountains of the bleak island since 
late last autumn, moving constantly 
to keep out of the reach of German 
patrols which chased them through 
the bitter Arctic winter. 

As the Germans began withdraw¬ 
ing last November, the patriots re¬ 
lated, the Norwegians were ordered 
to leave their homes and move south. 
To make certain the order was 
obeyed, the Nazis methodicaly burned 
down every house on the island, 
slaughtered all animals and destroyed 
food stocks. Two old women, too ill 
to be moved, were roasted alive in 
their flaming home, the Norwegians 

The Germans took 1,200 of the 
healthiest men and women away for 
slave laber, while other patriots took 
to caves and snow huts and eked out 
a living through the cold months. 
Many of them had eaten nothing in 
the last 12 weeks except some fish 
and reindeer meat. 

As soon as they were taken on 
board the refugees were given soup 
and a meal cf corned beef and po¬ 
tatoes -the first vegetables they had 
tasted since their ordeal began. 

The destroyers steamed in unexpect¬ 
edly. took the Germans by surprise 
and returned the Norwegiai 
British port.

LONDON. The earth-shaking 
debut cf the world's biggest bombs, 
11-ton "town busters", dropped by 
R.A.F. Lancasters, capped a mighty 
assault on Germany by more than 
5 000 Allied planes which attacked 
with everything from .50 calibre 
machine-gun slugs to the new super¬ 
bomb, tall as a two-story house. 

Fcur engined Lancasters, specially 
adapted for the purpose, carried the 
world’s biggest package of explosive, 
the largest ever taken aloft. 

The Lancasters in which manyj 
Canadians flew in unprecedented j 
attack, unleashed this new and terri- j 
fying weapon on the Germans after i 
jome 2 000 American heavy bombers i 
and fighters had attacked rail lines, j 
oil refineries, armament plants and; 
submarine pens in Germany. 

The target for the R.A.F.'s new! 
super-bomb was a rail viaduct at! 
Bielfield, 38 miles east of Muenster, j 
it was announced.

The new 22,000-pound bomb, a 10- 
tonner by British long-ton measure¬ 
ment, combines great power of pene¬ 


tration with a high explosive force. 
Prior to its use the largest previously 
dropped on the Germans was the six- 
ton “earthquake” which sank the 
German battleship Tirpitz and pene¬ 
trated 15-foot-thick concrete roofs of 
U-boat pens. 

FO. H. R. Short, a flight engineer 
from Abbotsford, B.C., one of the 
scores of Canadians in the history¬ 
making attack said “a terrific flash 
was followed by a gigantic pall of 
smoke as a big one hit home and 
this was followed by a fountain of 
debris gushing hundreds of feet into 
the air.” He said the "earthquake” 
bombs also dropped by the 1 raiders, 
“seemed likew babies in comparison.” 

The air ministry disclosed it takes 
a six-man crew a half hour to load 
the bomb on a Lancaster. It is 25 
feet, five inches long and has a 
diameter of three feet, 10 inches. 

Designed by B. N. Wallis of 
Vickers-Armstrong, it was developed 
by Group Capt. W. Wynter-Morgan 
and Sqdn. Ldr. Davies of the ministry 
of aircraft production, whose “back 
room boys” have played a formidable 
role in devising bigger and better 
projectiles to smash the enemy.
